Maus 
wus met by Scott near the Mitk river 
Not knowing the size of the Nez 
Perce force, Maus asked for volun- 
teers and Scott with his six men 
joined tim. After a sharp fight thie 
small troop captured forty-two war 
tiors. Maus then called Scott one of 
the most valuuble soldiers In the serv- 
ice. 

Crow Indians broke away from Wetr 
reservation in southeastern Montana 
in 1883 and carried the horrors of In- 
dian warfare into the sparse settle. 
ments, They were marauding for live. 
eteck. and tf necessary they wotld 
shoot settlers. . Scott, then a first Hew: 
féfaht stationed at Fort Mende, N. D., 
was directed to ‘plucate the Indians. 
He was in command of two junior of- 
fieera, ninety wen und fifty pack 
mules. 

His eemmand pushed on to the Lit. 
tle Missouri river which was raging 
with April freshets. Two men volun- 
teered to take a tine across the river 


rigged. Tiiey dived in, but came out 
quickly, explaining that-the water was 


Scott stripped off his eniform and 
tled a repe around -his waist. Then 
he plunged In and struggled with the 
Jey current more thin five hundred 
feet, Guining the opposite shere, he 
secured the rope to a tree and his 
men crossed safely on an. eld wagon 


Coming across the Indians, Scott 
showed oo hostility. He talked to 
them in the sign language and assured 
them of his friendship. ‘They submit- 
ted and returned to their reservation. 

After this uprising of the Crows, 
there wus comparative peace amony 
the Indians until the Cheyenues unde: 
Big Wolf flared yup tn 1890 with their 
ghost dance activilles. By this time 
Scott had guined a reputation as a 
pacifier, and the government uesigned 
him to the Cheyennes. He succeeded 
aguin, and clever Big Wolf termed him 
Mole-Te-Gu-Op, “The Man Who Tulks 
With His Hands.” 

Was Acting Governor of Cuba. 

Then came the Spanish-American 
war, Scott was sent to Cubu as ua 
captain and seen was made au adju- 
tant general. After the Spaniurds sur- 
rendered he acted as governor of the 
Island while Gen. Leonard Wood was 
obseoi.

fn 1911 the Hopf Indians of Arizona 
notified. .wuphorities: that‘they- would 
ho longer permit their children to at- 
tend a governitient -schuol. The “fn- 
dians preferred to keep their offspring 
at hohe and rear them according to 
tribal practices. President Taft waa 
asked by the Department of the tnte- 
tior to assign Scott as mediator. 

Arriving at the reservation, Scott 
was met by a hostile group. Unafraid 
and unarmed, he advanced buldly. 
The Hoepis perceived that bis mission 
was peaceful, und approached him, 
throwing aside their arms, There wus 
the following conversation in the sign 
language. 

“Wagons will take your children 
away tomvurow,” Scutt sigiialed. “Have 
them ready. What have you to say?”

Setties Navajos’ Troubles. 


Nobody bad ever placated the Nava- 
jos. So when they rebelled aguinst 
federal agents In 1013 tt was belleved 
that Scott would have little success in 
arbitration. But he bad methods: of 
his ewii. He iefi tis soldiers in Al- 
buquerque, N. M., and rode, unarmed, 
150 miles in a buckboard wagun. The 
chiefs were surprised to-see him with- 
out weapons, and they discarded 
theirs, Quietly, he convinced the In- 
-‘Aians that they were fi error, and 
peace -was arranged. 

The Piute reservation in southern 
Uiabh teemed with dissatisfaction ta 
1914, and at outbreak - was feared. 
Again Scott was called, and he 
brought peace out of the unrest. 

Shortly after the World war broke 
he was made chief of staff. Not long 
ufterward he retired because of ad 
vancing years, : 

As an astute Indian diptomat he fe 
today without a living peer. His sue- 
cess undoubtedly 'was due to his fair- 
mindedness, He was cunscious ‘that 
the Indians had reason for opposition, 
und since be first entered the service 
he strove to arrive at a just solu- 
tion of the problem. He realized that 
the ‘Indians believed they were justl- 
fied ff attempting to block the en- 
crouchments of the white Invaders. 


Understood Indians’ Ways. 


“1 have come to understand how 
their minds work and to comprehend 
their churacter,” he once said. “Per- 
haps It is because I know them that 
( can do business with them. Nor 
could | dezcribe Indian character eff- 
hand. [ would want to sit down and 
think about it. TH say, however, that 
the Indian always believed he was 
fighting for his tiberty and to protect 
his property. White men, when the 
matter Is put that way, will sympu- 
thize, 1 think, with the red men, Lib 
erty and property are just us sacred 
to the Indian a8 to anyone else, 

“The old warpath Indiun wus worthy 
of respect. He was accused of being 
treacherous, I never knew of but one 
Indian scout who deceived the white 
soldiers be was tending. Another 
thing: Give any Indian a task to per- 
form, and he will stick to ft until it 
is done—he won't lean on tis shovel, 
look at the sun every five minutes, or 
kill time to other usual wuss.”

Public offering of $1,000,000 State 
of California: building and. university 
buildings 4 per cent bonds was made 
last week, by a syndicate, headed by 
the Anglo Londun Paris National 
Trust and Savings Association. The 
bonds are general obligations of the 
State of California, and priced tv yield 
3.80 per cent. The last preceding 
offering of State bonds was made sev- 
eral weeks ago on a 3.85 basis. 

It is interesting to note that Call- 
fornia bonds are enjoying a steadily 
improving market in the East, as is 
evidenced by the narrowing price dif- 
ferential between the obligations of 
California and those .of Eastern 
States, commanding the highest credit 
tating.
